Senators Unveil Medicare Plan 


Coburn, Lieberman 
propose raising age 
for eligibility to 67

Two Senate rebels jumped into 
Congress’ cut-the-deficit compe- 
tition on Tuesday, proposing to 
raise the age of Medicare eligi- 
bility to 67 and increase monthly 
premiums for millions of current 
beneficiaries. 

“We can’t save Medicare as we 
know it,” said Sen. Joseph Lieber- 
man, I-Conn., who authored the 
plan with Republican Sen. Tom 
Coburn of Oklahoma. “We can 
only save Medicare if we change 
it,” he added in an apparent jab at 
President Obama and congressio- 
nal Democrats. 

Democrats reacted with criti- 
cism of the proposal, which Coburn 
said was designed to rescue the 
financially imperiled program and 
help the nation confront a “wall of 
debt.” Republicans betrayed no sign 
of support either. 

If nothing else, the response 
underscored the difficulty of leg- 


The plan Sen. Joseph Lieberman, I-Conn., and Sen. Tom Coburn, R-Ok- 
la., outlined includes a gradual increase over the next five years in the month- 
ly premium that seniors pay for doctor and other non-hospital services. For the 
first time, better-off seniors would be charged more money for Medicare Part 
A, which covers hospital care. The same group already pays more for doctor 
visits and for prescription drug coverage. Under the plan, they would face even 
higher monthly premiums. A major source of savings would come from mak- 
ing sure seniors pay out of pocket for at least a portion of their care. The plan 
would preserve Medicare as a government program. (AP)

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Libya Resolution Passes 


Senate votes to curb 
Obama’s authority 
on military operation 


Washington 


A Senate panel voted Tuesday 
to give President Obama limit- 
ed authority to continue the U.S. 
military operation against Libya, 
exposing deep divisions in Con- 
gress over the commander in 
chief’s actions. 

Just three days after the House 
overwhelmingly rejected a simi- 
lar step, the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee endorsed a reso- 
lution to authorize the effort against 
Moammar Gadhafi’s forces for one 
year while prohibiting U.S. ground 
troops in Libya. The vote was 14-5 
and muddled the message emerging 
from Congress about the American 
role in the NATO-led operation. 

Sen. John Kerry, D-Mass., the 
panel’s chairman, said the bottom-

Web juggernaut takes 
swipe at Facebook 
with new social site

Online search leader Google Inc. is 
taking yet another stab at social net- 
working, as it tries to go up against 
Facebook in this wildly popular 
and lucrative segment of the Inter- 
net. This time the project is called 
Google+, and it aims to make online 
sharing more like real life. 

“We think people communicate 
in very rich ways,” said Vic Gundo- 
tra, senior vice president of engi- 
neering at Google. “The online 
tools we have to choose from give 
us very rigid services.” 

Other social networking tools 
make selective sharing with- 
in small groups difficult. Exist- 
ing social networks don’t allow for 
the nuances that people are used 
to in offline communication and 
because they call so many acquain- 
tances “friends,” said Gundotra in 
a blog post announcing the service. 
Many Facebook users, for instance, 
find it difficult to limit their status 
updates to small groups of peo- 


In the Works 


More than a year in the works, 
Google+ lets users share things with 
smaller groups of people througha 
feature called “Circles.” This means 
only college buddies, say, or your fa- 
vorite co-workers can see the photos, 
links or updates that you post. Anoth- 
er feature, called “Sparks,” aims to 
make it easier to find online content 
you care about, be it news about surf- 
ing or barbecue recipes.

Protesters clash with 
police as politicians 
debate bailout plan 


Athens, Greece 


Hours of rioting outside Greece’s 
parliament left 46 people injured 
Tuesday, on the eve of a vote by law- 
makers to adopt more painful aus- 
terity measures — a condition for 
bailout funds needed to prevent a 
potentially disastrous default. 

At least 14 people were arrest- 
ed, authorities said, as youths 
clashed with riot police on and 
off for more than 10 hours and 
into the night, leaving the city 
center filled with tear gas and 
strewn with smashed-up marble 
paving stones. Union had begun 
a 48-hour strike that shut down 
services and staged mass rallies 
through the capital in another day 
of chaotic protest. 

The new austerity measures 
must be passed in a two-part vote 
on Wednesday and Thursday if 
Greece’s international creditors 
are to release the next €12 billion 
batch of the country’s €110 bil- 
lion bailout fund — and prevent a 
default that could drag down Euro- 
pean banks and shake the Euro- 
pean and world economy.

Naysayers 


Two deputies within Prime Minis- 
ter George Papandreou's governing 
Socialists indicated they will vote 
against Greece's austerity mea- 
sures. However, the Socialists hold a 
five-seat majority in the 300-mem- 
ber Parliament, and the bills should 
muster 151 votes to pass. (AP) 


“Voting these measures is 
required to maintain our cred- 
ibility in the [bailout] process,” 
Finance Minister Evangelos Veni- 
zelos said. “Voting for these mea- 
sures, regardless of any reserva- 
tions, is an important, brave act 
of political responsibility.” 

The Socialist government, 
which survived a revolt by party 


dissenters this month, is again 


taking them on by imposing the 
new punishing four-year program 
of spending cuts and tax hikes on 
even those on minimum wages — 
prompting anger inside Parliament 
and out on the street. 

More than 5,000 police will 
again be on hand Wednesday to 
try to thwart plans by protesters 
to block lawmakers’ access to par-

New Head of IMF 


Big challenges await 
first female director 
of global organization 


Christine Lagarde has traveled tire- 
lessly to save the euro and blazed 
a trail for women from Chicago to 
Paris in halls of power long domi- 
nated by men. 

The French finance minister 
with a broad grin and long stride 
now faces her toughest job yet: 
heading the International Mon- 
etary Fund. She takes over a post 
vacated by a man accused of rap- 
ing a New York hotel maid just as 
the fund is under new pressure to 
stabilize the global economy. 

Lagarde was named Tuesday as 
Europe hung on tenterhooks to see 
whether Greece can be saved from 
a default that could quake markets 
around the world and threaten the 
future of the euro currency. 

While she’s not a trained econ- 
omist, she has made her mark as 
the first woman finance minister 
of a major world economy by sur- 
rounding herself with strong advis- 
ers — and by using her impecca- 
ble English and media savvy to get 
her message out. 

Ifher past is anything to go by, 
the former champion swimmer will 
not blanch at the challenge ahead. 
Her roll-up-your-sleeves attitude 
and frank manner set her apart 
from the lofty figures often found 
in French politics and the IMF. 

In announcing her candidacy, 
she said she’d bring “all my exper- 
tise as a lawyer, a minister, a man- 
ager and a woman” to the job. 


Global Support 


Christine Lagarde’s selection to 
head the International Monetary 
Fund became all but assured when 
the Obama administration endorsed 
her earlier Tuesday. Hours later, 

the IMF's 24-member board voted 

to appoint her to the position. She 
had also won support from Europe, 
China and Russia. Mexico's Agus- 

tin Carstens challenged her, but his 
candidacy never caught fire. (AP) 


Lagarde will be able to “hit 
the ground running” at the IMF 
because she’s so familiar with one 
of the fund’s biggest challenges, 
the European crisis, said Jan Ran- 
dolph, director of sovereign risk at 
IHS Global Insight. 

Lagarde’s background is in law 
— experience that may have come 
in handy as she negotiated the res- 
cues of Greece, Ireland and Portu- 
gal in a series of meetings over the 
past year and a half. 

However, Greece’s resurgent 
problems this year have raised 
questions about the wisdom of 
last year’s bailout — and may cast 
doubt on Lagarde’s crisis manage- 
ment strategy. Europe’s handling 
of the Greek crisis has caused the 
total size of the final bill for tax- 
payers and international lenders to 
balloon.

A wildfire burning near the des- 
ert birthplace of the atomic bomb 
advanced on the Los Alamos lab- 
oratory and thousands of outdoor 
drums of plutonium-contaminat- 
ed waste Tuesday as authorities 
stepped up efforts to protect the 
site from flames and monitor the 
air for radiation. 

Officials at the nation’s pre- 
mier nuclear weapons lab gave 
assurances that dangerous mate- 
rials were safely stored and capa- 
ble of withstanding flames from

The nuclear lab in New Mexico, which employs about 15,000 people, cov- 
ers more than 36 square miles and includes about 2,000 buildings at nearly 
four dozen sites. It was created during World War Il as part of the Manhat- 
tan Project to build the atomic bomb. It produced the weapons that were 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. In the decades since, the lab has 
evolved into a major scientific and nuclear research facility. It stockpiles 
aging atomic materials, tests warheads, produces triggers for nuclear 
weapons, and operates supercomputers and particle accelerators. (AP)

Arends’ group also worried 
that the fire could stir up nuclear- 
contaminated soil on lab proper- 
ty where experiments were con- 
ducted years ago. Over the years, 
burrowing animals have brought 
that contamination to the surface, 
she said. 

Lab officials said there was very 
little risk of the fire’s reaching the 
drums of low-level nuclear waste, 
since the flames would have to 
jump through canyons first. Offi- 
cials also stood ready to coat the 
drums with fire-resistant foam if 
the blaze got too close. 

Lab officials gave assurances 
that buildings housing key research 
and scientific facilities were safe 
because they have been fireproofed 
over the years, especially since a 
2000 blaze that raged through the 
area but caused no damage to the 
lab. Trees and brush were thinned 
over the past several years, and key 
buildings were surrounded with 
gravel to keep flames at bay. 

Many of the buildings were 
also constructed to meet strict 
standards for nuclear safety, and 
aggressive wildfires were taken 
into account, lab spokesman Kevin 
Roark said. 

“We'll pre-treat with foam if 
necessary, but we really want the 
buildings to stand on their own for 
the most part,” said Deputy Los 
Alamos County Fire Chief Mike 
Thompson.

Arlington Cemetery Investigated 


DOJ looks for proof 
of record tampering, 
remains mishandling

The Justice Department is investi- 
gating the mishandling of remains 
at Arlington National Cemetery in a 
broad criminal inquiry that is also 
seeking evidence of possible con- 
tracting fraud and falsification of 
records, sources familiar with the 
investigation said Tuesday. 

A federal grand jury in Alex- 
andria has been subpoeaning wit- 
nesses and records related to the 
scandal at the nation’s most ven- 


erated military burial ground, the 
sources said. They said the inves- 
tigation, conducted by the FBI and 
the Army’s Criminal Investigation 
Division, has been under way for 
at least six months. The sources 
spoke on the condition of anonymi- 
ty because they were not authorized 
to speak publicly. 

News of the Justice Department’s 
investigation significantly escalates 
the level of scrutiny faced by the 
cemetery, and it joins several ongo- 
ing inquiries by Congress, which 
last year passed a law mandating 
the cemetery account for every one 
of its 3330,000 graves. The law also 
requires the General Accountabili- 
ty Office to look into the cemetery’s

contract management procedures, 
and whether the Army-run ceme- 
tery should be turned over to the 
Department of Veterans Affairs, 
which runs 131 national cemeter- 
ies nationwide.

In a report released last June, 
the Army’s inspector general found 
widespread problems at the cem- 
etery: a dysfunctional manage- 
ment system; millions wasted in 
botched information technology 
contracts; misplaced and misidenti- 
fied remains; and at least four cases 
in which urns had been dug up and 
dumped in a pile of dirt. 

The inquiry is said to be wide- 
ranging, with investigators seek- 
ing information about who knew 
about the cemetery’s burial prob- 
lems and whether the mistakes 
were made deliberately. Any crim- 
inal charges would likely have to 
involve intentional fraud, sources 
said.

But don’t expect out-of-work pro- 
fessional poker players to relocate 
to the District of Columbia. Lottery 
director Buddy Roogow says play- 
ers will probably be barred from 
depositing more than $250 a week 
into their accounts. 

That means D.C’s online poker

Lady Gaga may have stolen her 
crown, but Beyonce Knowles is still 
pop music’s biggest paradox. No art- 
ist gives us so much while leaving 
us feeling so unfulfilled. 

She sings as if she’s trying to 
shatter every windshield, wine glass 
and contact lens within a five-mile 
radius. She dances as if she’s try- 
ing to punch stiletto-shaped holes 
in the stage. But after all that belt- 
ing and stomping, we never feel 
any closer to the steely 29-year- 
old superstar. 

Now, Beyonce drops “4,” as in her 
fourth album. It’s also her fourth- 
best album, as in her worst. 


Both cool and low-key, its sub- 
dued tone suggests that she’s turn- 
ing an intimate new leaf. Surprise! 
She isn’t. Instead, Beyonce sounds 
more precise and distant than ever, 
making these mid-tempo tunes feel 
vexing at first, then dull. 

The album’s oomph is drained 
instantly with the Prince-panto- 


mime of “1 (plus) 1.” It’s a stark 
ballad about desire, but Beyonce’s 
pleading comes from the emotive 
one-size-fits-all comfort zone that’s 
become her default. “I don’t know 
much about fighting,” she sings in a 
fiery, too-familiar voice. “But I know 
that I will fight for you.”

Website Review 


Room 77 does what most other 
hotel booking Web sites have failed 
to do: It takes you inside the hotel 
room — at least virtually. Log onto 
Room77.com and click on a spe- 
cific room in a specific hotel, and 
you'll get a sneak peek at the view 
it offers. 

Using Google Earth-enabled 
technology, the three-month-old 
website maps the altitude, longi- 
tude and latitude for every room, 
whether available or not, to gener- 
ate simulated views. 

The website also features general 
hotel information and displays floor

maps similar to those you'd find on 
the back of your hotel room door. 
You select a room by price range and 
category (e.g., king suite, three dol- 
lar signs), then by preferences (how 
high up, view, distance from the ele- 
vator and whether it’s a connect- 


ing room). The system ranks each 
room according to how strongly it 
matches your preferences. 

Once you've selected a room, 
you can click on a box with tips on 
how to secure it. One major tip: Call 
the hotel, but ask to speak with a 
front desk agent, not the main res- 
ervations line. 

The site has property and room 
data in 24 markets, mostly U.S. cit- 
ies but also some major internation- 
al destinations such as London. 

Despite some kinks — the web- 
site’s officials concede that there are 
limitations that have made some of 
the simulations fuzzy — I still say 
to take it.

I never expected washing dishes 
to be a highlight on my European 
vacation. But for three mornings 
in arow in Amsterdam, I woke up 
early and darted to the kitchen.

spending time in the apartment as 
part of your vacation?

During the summer, it’s 
easy to find all kinds of 
tomatoes at your local 
grocery store. But when 
you buy one during 

the winter, there's a 
good chance it came 
from Florida, which 
produces one-third of 
the fresh tomatoes grown in the United 
States. In his new book, “Tomatoland: 
How Modern Industrial Agriculture 
Destroyed Our Most Alluring Fruit” 
($20, Andrews McMeel Publishing, 
June 7), investigative journalist Barry 
Estabrook looks inside the Sunshine 
State’s tomato-growing industry. What 
he finds proves anything but appetizing. 


What made you first look into how tomatoes 
are grown in the United States? 

My parents had a condo in Naples, Fla., and 
I was driving along Interstate 75 mindless- 
ly when I came up behind a truck that was 
loaded with what I thought were Granny 
Smith apples. Then I realized they were toma- 
toes. They were as green as green could be. 
I merged off the highway behind the truck; 
we hit a series of bumps and a handful of 
these tomatoes flew off. When we came to 
a stoplight there were some sitting in the 
ditch, and they weren’t broken. 

I’m used to growing heirloom Brandy- 
wine tomatoes in my garden in Vermont. If 
you pick one of those, you’re lucky to get it 
to the kitchen counter without it splitting

open. So I thought, “What have they done to 
the tomato to make it so tough?” I began to 
suspect that it probably also had something 
do with why store-bought winter tomatoes 
lack taste, to be very, very kind. 


Much of the book focuses on tomatoes 
grown in Florida. Why? 

The fresh winter tomato from Florida is like 
a poster child for most of the ills of our mod- 
ern industrial food system. We all give lip 
service to local, organic and seasonal, and 
those terms mean something. If you strip 
them all away, you end up with a Florida 
tomato. It’s designed not to be local. You 
almost can’t grow it without chemicals. 


So Florida isn’t an ideal place to grow 
tomatoes? 


Yes, We Can... Can 


Canning is difficult and scary and might give 
your entire family botulism! Except itisn't and it 
won't, as Long as you follow directions. If you want 
to put up your own peaches/pickles/whatever (for

Tomatoes originated in very dry areas, and 
the ideal places to grow them are in places 
with Mediterranean climates. Florida has 
got one thing going for it — it’s warm when 
the rest of the country, particularly the East 
and Midwest, is cold. The tomatoes growing 
in Florida don’t grow in soil. In most plac- 
es, they grow in sand. There are no nutri- 
ents, so they have to be fed everything. 
With the Florida humidity, fungal diseas-

es attack them, and with Florida not hav- 
ing a hard freeze for a long period of time, 
all of the pathogens and insects never get 

whacked back like they do in the North- 
© ast in the wintertime. 


Does that lead to all kinds of pesti- 
cides and other chemicals? 
You have to overcome all those things 
with a vast chemical arsenal. There 
are more than 100 chemicals that can 
be sprayed on the tomatoes. 


How does the state place greater 
© — importance on the way a tomato looks 
than the way it tastes? 
The Florida Tomato Committee, which 
controls all the tomatoes exported from 
the southern part of Florida during the 
winter months, sets very specific guide- 
lines on everything from the size of the pack- 
ing containers to the shape of the tomatoes, 
their color, and the condition of the skins. 
Flavor is simply not a consideration. 


How do you think the big tomato growers 
will react to your book? 

I think the big tomato growers will be furi- 
ous, and I think they’ll be furious perhaps 
rightfully, because they are now making an 
effort, a genuine effort. The book tells the 
story of how we got to where we are today. 
There are a lot of things they’d rather for- 
get that are going to get aired. 


What can the average consumer do? 

Buy local. I think if we encourage small local 
farmers, then commercial tomato growing 
will spread beyond the borders of Florida.
